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ARMY MEDICAL LIBRARY AIDS VETERANS 
ADMINISTRATION 


Under the reorganization of the Veterans Administration its 
medical libraries have been faced with increased demands for recent 
medical literature. The Army Medical Library has offered its coop- 
eration by transferring from its stock of duplicates such books and 
periodicals as are in excess of its actual or anticipated needs, and is 
supplementing the reference service of these libraries through inter- 
library loan, reference and photoduplication services. Eighteen 
Veterans Administration libraries have been assisted to date through 
the contribution of books and periodicals. 


HONORARY CONSULTANTS 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


The second meeting of the fiscal year of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Association of Honorary Consultants to the Army Medical 
Library was held at the Drake Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, on 6 August 
1946. All seven members of the Committee were present. Colonel 
Leon L. Gardner, The Director of the Library, also attended. Among 
matters discussed were the possibility of a radio program about the 
Library, the state of legislation for the new building, public relations, 
future microfilming activities, and the encouragement of gifts for 
the Honorary Consultants Emergency Fund. It was proposed to 
invite representatives of medical publishers to confer with the Con- 
sultants at the annual meeting to be held 4-5 October at the Hotel 
Statler, Washington, D. C. 


OAK LEAF CLUSTER 


A new oak leaf cluster recently appeared among Colonel Leon 
L. Gardner’s service ribbons. We have learned that this addition 
is in recognition of superior accomplishment in training personnel 
for service in his overseas hospital unit. The commendation was 
made by the Commanding General of the Sixth Service Command 
as a result of The Inspector General’s report on overseas activities 


of the Medical Corps. 
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ACQUISITION CHIEF TO JOIN OVERSEAS MISSION 


Mr. Scott Adams, Chief of the Library’s Acquisition Division, 
will be attached to the Library of Congress Mission with head- 
quarters at Frankfurt a. Main, Germany, for a period of six weeks 
in the near future. The Mission has two purposes—(1) to secure 
German publications of the war years, selecting such captured mate- 
rial as might be of value to American research libraries; (2) to buy 
publications for the cooperative acquisition project which includes 
over 100 American libraries. Mr. Adams will concentrate on locat- 
ing German and Austrian medical publications for all libraries in- 
cluded in the project. Army Medical Library has first priority on 
medical publications. 


EARLY HAWAIIAN PUBLICATION 


From Dr. H. L. Arnold of Honolulu, the Library has received 
a copy of Anatomia published in Oahu, Sandwich Islands, 1838. 
This is the earliest Hawaiian imprint in the Library’s collection. 
Dr. Arnold writes, ““This book, while anonymous in its letterpress, 
was written by Dr. Gerrit Parmelee Judd, an early New England 
missionary to the ‘Sandwich Islands.’ His grandson, Dr. James R. 
Judd, tells me that the engravings, made by students at Labainaburg 
Seminary, were made on bits of ships copper.” 


CATALOG DIVISION CHIEF AIDS CIVIL SERVICE 
COMMISSION 


Miss M. Ruth MacDonald, Chief of the Library’s Catalog 
Division, has been selected by the Civil Service Commission to re- 
view ratings given applicants for professional positions in the cata- 
loging field. She is President-elect of the American Library Asso- 
ciation’s Division of Cataloging and Classification during the current 
year and will become President at the meeting of the Association to 
be held in San Francisco next June. Miss MacDonald is also a 
member of the Advisory Board on the A.L.A. Cataloging Code and 
serves as consultant to the Editor in the preparation of the final 
manuscript of the Code. This is the definitive code of cataloging.

HISTORY OF MEDICINE CHIEF ACCEPTS 
PROFESSORSHIP 


Dr. Max H. Fisch who came to the Library in 1942 and is 
at present Chief of the Medical History Division, Cleveland Branch, 
will resign his position shortly to accept a professorship in philosophy 
at the University of Illinois. Dr. Fisch brought to the Library a 
wealth of scholarly attainment and an extensive knowledge of lan- 
guages which have been of great value in setting up the Cleveland 
Branch. In April 1946, he was cited by the War Department in 
recognition of his ability and faithful service to the Medical Depart- 
ment and to the Nation. 


LOCAL PURCHASING 


In view of the type of equipment and supplies needed by the 
Army Medical Library, Colonel Silas B. Hays, Director for Supply, 
has approved the return to local purchasing of non-standard items. 
This will provide a much more direct operating procedure in pro- 
curing supplies. Fiscal Division, Office of The Surgeon General, 
will allocate funds for this purpose.

To date, 2400 titles of German, French, and Italian medical 
literature published during the war years have been received through 
the Library of Congress cooperative acquisition program. 


DR. ROBERT WILSON 
The recent death of Dr. Robert Wilson of Charleston, S. C. 


has ended an eminent career in medical education. Dr. Wilson 
served as dean of the Medical College of the State of South Carolina 
from 1908-1943 and as dean emeritus since then. A former presi- 
dent of the Southern Medical Association, he took a leading part in 
the affairs of a number of southern medical societies. Dr. Wilson 
was one of the original Honorary Consultants to the Army Medical 
Library and attended all the meetings of the Association. 


HEALTH IN 1799 


Dr. R. Squirrell gives the following advice in the third edition 
of his little book entitled, MAKING OF HEALTH, BEING AN 
ABRIDGMENT OF AN ESSAY ON INDIGESTION, INCLUD- 
ING ALSO A TREATISE ON SEA AND COLD BATHING. 
London, 1799: 


BATHING. The best time of year for bathing, in general, 
is to commence about the middle of April, or beginning of May, 
according to the temperature of the season, and to continue it no 
longer than a month, or six weeks at a time; and it should never be 
employed later in the season than the beginning of November.
